Other peaceful rallies were 
held in a number of U.S. cities 
with 85,000 on the march in San 
Francisco in one of the day's 
largest protests. Demonstrations 
ranging from large-scale 
marches to small vigils and 
picketing were reported in Can¬ 
ada and Europe. 

Hie San Francisco protesters 
led by 20 Vietnam war veterans 
carrying a banner reading, 
“Not One More Dead” staged 
an orderly seven-mile march 
across the city and joined thou¬ 
sands more in a rally in Golden 
Gate Park. 

It was the largest anti-war 
rally of the year on the West 
Coast. 

In the capital, clouds of tear 
gas spread fumes across block 
after block along Constitution 
and Pennsylvania Avenues. 

Police used the gas to force

Dear Dr. Thostmon: Can a 
woman 40 years old expect to 
give birth to a healthy baby? I 
have been told that a change-of- 
life baby often is not. Is this 
true? — N.B. 

No, it’s not true. Every 
woman, at any age, should 
expect to have a healthy baby 
In the absence of any known 
factors that would prevent it. 

At 40 or older, the risks of a 
defective baby are somewhat 
greater than for younger moth¬ 
ers, but this is a matter of 
percentages and averages. The 
majority of babies born to older 
mothers still are healthy. 


Dear Dr. Thoateson: Why 
should a diabetic not use iodine? 
Could such a person use iodized 
salt? — Mrs. EJB. 

Tincture of iodine can be 
irritating to the skin, and 
diabetics should avoid any such 
irritation, because they don't 
heal as readily from minor 
injuries or irritations. There 
are, fortunately, plenty of non¬ 
irritating antiseptics available, 
so it's no problem.

Dear Dr. Thoetaaon: I saw 
pictures of a cobra farm on TV 
and they were milking venom 
from the cobras into jars. The 
man said the venom was used 
in tranquillizers and other 
drugs. A friend said he was 
wrong, that liquid from snake 
plants is used in drugs.— Mrs. 
B.B. 

An authority on the subject, 
Dr. S. A. Minton, tells me that 
venom is used to a very limited 
extent for relief of severe pain. 
Its effect is variable, and side 


effects are unpleasant, so it is 
not widely used. 

Principal use of snake venom, 
he says. Is production of venin- 
antivenin to combat snakebite. 
Cobra and other venoms are 
also employed by biochemists 
as a source of certain enzymes 
used In research. 

First of the tranquillizers was 
derived from rauwolfia serpen¬ 
tina, a plant also known as 
Indian snakeroot, but that has 
nothing to do with snakes or 
venom.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: Is it 
possible to have a duodenal 
ulcer and have absolutely no 
pain whatsoever In that area? 
— D.N.H. 

Yes, particularly an ulcer that 
bleeds, either slowly or sud¬ 
denly. As you doubtless know, a 
black or tar-coldred stool indi¬ 
cates bleeding in the intestinal 
tract, and requires immediate 
diagnosis. 

Rather often in such cases, 
the bleeding proves to be from 
an ulcer that does not give the 
usual distress — sometimes the 
patient has not ever been aware 
of having the ulcer.

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Closing the Tax Havens 


W/HILE THE WHITE PAPER on tax reform 

has not given anything like sufficient detail 
to uncover all possible loopholes and possible 
injustices, it has been received at large with some 
favorable comment. 

This has come from a number of knowledge¬ 
able sources, such as accountants, corporation 
lawyers and economists, and has been in fairly 
general terms that do not exclude opposition to 
various aspects of the new taxation program. 

For Instance, it has been estimated that the 
use of foreign “tax havens" by Canadian taxpayers 
has been costing over $800,000,000 a year in tax 
revenue. 

The use of these havens whereby Canadian 
companies and individuals are able to build up 
untouchable reserves and other assets, has become 
a serious national problem, not only because It 
reduces the tax revenue but also because it 
withdraws valuable capital from the country. 

Among the countries which have either no 
income tax, or whose income tax is considerably 
lower than that in Canada are the Bahamas, 
Bermuda, Panama, Curacao, Luxemburg, Switzer¬ 
land and Liechtenstein. 

These countries are all used by wealthy 
Canadians, and by many Canadian companies 


doing international business, as a vehicle by which 
they may avoid or at least delay payment of taxes 
which they would otherwise have to make to 
Canada. 

To plug these leaks, the White Paper suggests 
following the procedure adopted by the U.S. in 
1962 when that country, too, was plagued by tax 
avoidance of this nature. 

The U.S. system is to impose full rates of 
taxation on all income diverted by domestic 
corporations to their tax haven associates in the 
year the transaction is carried out regardless of 
whether this income is in fact distributed back to 
them. 

Both by increasing the rate of withholding tax 
and in the taxing of eapital gains the sales of 
foreign companies, the White paper hopes not only 
to make the tax haven companies pay their share, 
but in the end to discourage them altogether. 

Their loss would not be lamented, but It is 
unfortunate that in the process of catching these 
avoiders many innocent honest taxpaying organi¬ 
zations may suffer. It is to make sure that these 
people are protected from injustice that it is 
important that a more detailed explanation of 
many aspects of the tax reform is given and 
examined before the proposals are prepared for 
presentation to Parliament.

Threat of Third National Postal Strike 
May Be Enough to Spur Government Action 


T HE 100TH ANNIVERSARY of the opening of 
the Suez Canal comes on Monday. It will be 
a sad centenary, especially for Egypt. The canal, 
closed after the Six-day War, was a main source of 
foreign exchange earnings for Egypt. And though 
it may be reopened, this stretch of water once 
regarded as the most important in the world Is not 
likely to regain its economic health. Some have 
gone so far as to pronounce it dead. 

Before the Arab-Israeli conflict of 1966, the 
Egyptian plan was to make the Suez wider and 
deeper to enable loaded tankers of 110,000 tons to 
use it by 1972, and 200,000-ton vessels by 1975. 
But the idle canal instead of being improved is 
silting up, and meanwhile the trend In shipping is 
to still bigger tankers. Even the Panama Canal, 
which can take ships drawing 45 feet of water 
compared with the Suez's 38 feet, cannot 
accommodate nearly a thousand ships which are 
now in service or under construction, and is 
adequate for another 1,200 only if they go through 
partly loaded. 

Every week that passes with the canal closed, 
notes a special survey of South Africa in world 


strategy, strengthens the resolve of tanker owners 
never again to rely on the Suez route, and it is 
essential that giant tankers should be used on the 
route of the Cape of Good Hope to reduce the unit 
cost. 

“Whereas it is estimated that a 50,000-ton oil

Statistics indicate that within less than 10 
years, virtually no tankers will be able to use 
either the Panama or Suez canals.”

It is simply that primary 
treatment of sewage before 
discharge costs many millions 
of dollars, but the more 
advanced forms of treatment 
required to remove other 
harmful substances, including 
chemicals, are quite beyond 
the resources of B.C. 

Therefore, Mr. Loffmark 
argues, assuming the public 
wants to protect our environ¬ 
ment, why not make the soap 
and cleaner firms whose 
products are causing prob¬ 
lems to take the necessary 
action.

B.C. Labor Delegates Set Tivin Targets

The B.C. Federation of Labor once again has its backfield 
In motion on the controversial Bill 33 issue, but there seems 
some doubt about how well it will function. The question that 
remains to be answered: If put to the test, will it move in a 
spirit of togetherness, or will each player insist on carrying 
the ball and running a route of his own choosing? 

With the re-election during the federation's Vancouver 
convention of paid secretary Ray Haynes (up-from 5250 to 
5270 a week) the stage has been set for a stronger central 
authority. This is what Haynes has been calling for, and to 
this end he will have the backing erf the president, E. T. 
Staley of Victoria, and the other unpaid members of the 
executive, all of whom were returned to office without 
difficulty. 

What they want is a federation that will stand united 
against Bill 33 and its compulsory arbitration feature and a 
federation that will swing a little more weight where 
individual union contract bargaining is concerned. 


As long as there are battling factions within the house of 
labor, such co-operation is not going to be easy to come by. 
And there ure unions still intent on going for each other's 
threats. This was evident, to a degree, at the recent 
convention. 

There was the IWA’s resolution condemning the 
Teamsters and the behind-the-scenes threats of the building 
trades to take their 22,000 members out of the 140,000- 
member federation if the resolution was fought out on the 
convention floor. 

The Teamsters, of course, are no longer affiliated with 
the federation or the Canadian Labor Congress, but they still 
wield one of the biggest sticks when it comes to strikes. The 
building trades, by nature cf their work, simply can’t get 
along without them. 


The IWA claims the Teamsters have been taking over all 
construction site delivery jobs with the support of the 
building trades. The building trades say they have a few 
complaints of their own about the IWA—that the matter is 
jurisdictional and shouldn’t be hashed out on a convention 
floor. * 

The point was made. The subject didn’t get a public 
airing. It.was left to a joint committee at the building trades 
and IWA for further study. 

On the question of Bill 33, the resolution passed after 
more than one doctoring does seem to have a little substance 
to it. If any one union decides to fight orders to face 
compulsory arbitration, it won’t have to stand alone. The 
federation will hold a special convention to map its strategy. 

The federation could still prove a potent force should the 
government decide to test compulsory arbitration. That 
united front may have cracks, as has been said, but it could 
hold together anyway. 

Perhaps someone should pass this word on to Labor 
Minister Leslie Peterson. He has said labor’s position on Bill 
33 seems to be softening.

Colonist King Fisherman Entries 
Second Best in 15-Year History 


Vancouver Island this past 
fishing season recorded its 
poorest sports and com¬ 
mercial fishing year in recent 
memory, but the King Fisher¬ 
man Contest ended with the 
second highest number of 
entries in its 15-year history. 


This year’s 24,72? entries 
have only been surpassed by 
the fabulous 34,096 entries in 
1963. 

Sooke -fishing waters were 
the reason for the records in 
both ca»s — and it was the 
odd-yeajf-run of pink salmon 


(which are entered as spring- 
chinook salmon in the contest) 
which did it. 

This year there were 13,472 
.spring entries, more than 
double last year's 6.411, but 
far below 1963 (the year of

WASHINGTON — Some of 
the most cherished beliefs 
about America are false.

Instead, it yawns 
wider, threatening “unparal- 
lelled social division.”

The book embodies the 
findings and recommendations 
of a blue-ribbon commission 
of private citizens appointed 
by then-president Lyndon 
Johnson to study “income 
maintenance programs.”

Nixon knew the general out¬ 
lines of the report, and it is 
likely that it influenced his 
decision to propose last 
August that federal cash 
assistance be extended to 
"working poor" heads of 
families with children.

Thus, a four-person 
family with earnings o’f 52,000 
would get a supplemental 
payment of 51.400, for a total 
income of 53,400.

elected representative of an 
electoral district." 

"Certainly I'm not com¬ 
plaining." the mayor said 
briskly, "because if you don't 
like -tt. you can get out. But I 
think the average person 
really has no conception at 
all of the time demand on a 
person in\ olvcd in local or 
regional government." 

What does the mayor find 
so fascinating about the life? 

‘The ability to introduce 
change, to take the given 
situation and to work with 
others in improving it or in 
inirodueing a new approach to 
a problem." 

And the personal contacts, 
he said. "Because if you 
really don't like people, then 
you have no business in 
municipal jiolitics." 

"One of the reasons I 
decided to run for mayor was 
that, with ail due respect to 
those who are in this particu¬ 
lar position that I outline. I 
don't think involvement in 
local government should be 
restricted to those who are 
(«• wealthy. <bt retired, or 
(ci in the professions. 

I don’t criticize anyone 
who is in one or more of those 
categories. But it’s interesting 
that the average taxpayer 
who doesn’t know you auto¬ 
matically assumes that be¬ 
cause you are a mayor you 
are one of those three." 

"I like the accomplish¬ 
ments." the mayor said with 
feeling, "carrying on the 
excellent work which was 
started in the late 1950s as far 
as planning of the minicipality 
and an increased awareness 
of the need for upgrading of 
work and services were con¬ 
cerned. 

“But the outstanding 
accomplishment, not of mine, 
but of the years in which I've 
i>een around, bar none, was 
the overwhelming approval of 
the sewer enterprise projxisal 
last year because it was a 
milestone in Saanich. Without 
i! we would have just turned 
the clock back 20 years and 
gone thrdflgh another agoniz¬ 
ing period of disorderly 
growth and extremely high 
costs." 

The refinement of local 
government in Saanich has 
been important, too, the 
mayor said. 

"Our standards are higher 
now. I don't take personal 
credit for this now but it has 
been the result of the last 
several years’ work. And 


we've reached the point where 
it is possible, from a time 
and manpower point of view, 
to look at some of the things 
which were just wild dreams 
a few years ago. 

"Here I think of Frank 
Noate, our design engineer, 


Regional garbage dispoal is 
a good case in point, the 
mayor went on. A technical 
committee of engineers from 
Victoria, Oak Bay, Saanich. 
Esquimalt and engineering 
consultants from other areas 
can sit down and decide what

"But regional government 
can't be a catchall. Again 
there will continue to be those 
particular services which are 
best bandied on an individual 
basis from a practical as well 
as an economical point of 
view." 


He’s been called at almost 
any hour of the day but the 
time he most hates to be 
called is in the middle of the 
night. 

This, he says he is glad to 
say, doesn’t happen very 
often. 

Interruptions at meal times 
aren’t so bad. 

"I grew up with it,” said 
the mayor whose fattier, the 
late Austin Curtis, spent 25 
years ki public life as Victoria 
alderman and school board 
member. 

“I grew up in an atmos¬ 
phere of dinner hours inter¬ 
rupted by telephone calls and 
of Sunday drives that were 
really visits to likely school 
sites or tours of inspection,” 
he said this week. 

Mayor Curtis is getting his 
own share of it now and there 
is no project in the munici¬ 
pality or hardly a complaint 
that he hasn't familiarized 
himself with. 

That is why he con discuss

His is not an easy job and 
certainly not a very interest¬ 
ing one to a lot of people, 
judging by the lack of compe¬ 
tition. At this writing he's 
heading into a municipal 
mayoralty election next 
month unopposed. 

Maybe it’s the work that 
puts people off—a id there is 
plenty of that. 

Fifty hours a week spent on 
Saanich business, including 
social and ceremonial func¬ 
tions and municipal homework 
/are not unusual. 

Maybe It’s the heady atmos¬ 
phere of sewers and aide-

BLUE COCO BEAN (D. S., New 
Westminster) — I believe the pole bean 
you found so tender and tasty was the 
Blue Coco bean. This is a very old bean 
from the Channel Islands, and was lost 
to cultivation for many years until 
rediscovered by one of England's great 
gurdeners, the late Eleanor Sinclair 
Rhode, who made it her hobby to trace 
down old and forgotten vegetable 
varieties. 

The vines grow very tall, sometimes 
reaching 15 feet, and the ]>ods are not 
very handsome, a dirty purple color on 
the vine but changing to a fresh, bright 
green in the cooking. Connoisseurs 
claim Blue Coco has the richest, finest 
flavor of any tieun In cultivation. 

WhHe the original Blue Coco grew 
loo tall to he accommodated in a small 
backyard vegetable plot, the plant 
breeders have developed a dwarf form, 
seeds of which are "(told under the name 
Royalty. This one makes a compact 
bush not much more than a foot tall, 
iiearlng the same purple beans, tender 
and quite stringless and with the same 
full flavor.

HOUSKPLANT BOOK (A. H., Royal 
Oak) — About the best book I have run 
across on this subject is “The World 
Book of House Plants” by Elvin 
McDonald and published by the World

PEST-RIDDEN GARDEN (F. McC., 
Victoria) — I don't think ants could 
have been responsible for the damage 
in your garden last summer, as they do 
not ordinarily feed upon living plants.

Merger Fallacies Discussed 


PARKSVILLE — Representa¬ 
tives of municipal government 
from Victoria north and includ¬ 
ing Powell River, gathered at 
the Island Hall Hotel this 
weekend for a University of 
B.C. seminar on local govern- 
•ment. 

This seminar was presented 
by the Vancouver Island Muni¬ 
cipal Association, Union of B.C. 
Municipalities and the Depart¬ 
ment of Extension of the UBC. 
About 25 municipalities were 
represented including six re¬ 
gional districts and close to 100 


delegates attended the Saturday 
sessions. 

Friday night at the opening 
banquet. Dr. Robert Collier of 
the school of regional and 
community planning, UBC, was 
the speaker and the address of 
welcome was given by Mayor 
E. C. Irving of Parksville. 
Mayor Kathleen Grouhel of 
Ladysmith, seminar chairman, 
presided. 

Theme of the seminar was 
Amalgamation, Waste or Sav- 
ing?, and Dr. Collier pointed out 
there are two basic fallacies 
about amalgamation. One of 


these by those in favor of 
amalgamation, that costs of 
services will be lower after 
communities merge. This is not 
necessarily so Dr. Collier said 
and he has not found a case 
where costs actually go down. 

On the other side of the coin, 
those against amalgamation 
plead that their community will i 
lose its identity. This is also 1 
untrue In Dr. Collier’s opinion 
as he feels that if a community 
has a meaningful indentity it 
will not be lost. 

Arguments for and against 
amalgamation continued Satur¬ 


day when Dr. Collier was 1 
moderator for a panel discus- j 
sion.

Chief Kitha left with the log in tow. On hand we n 
representatives of the forestry department and 
BCFP. Local chief Charley Jones saw his Amen* 
ican friends off and the children of the Port Reiv 
frew Elementary School were given a special holi¬ 
day to pose standing on the log for photographer* 
and to wave the boat goodbye. 

Victoria to clear customs was Kitha's first 
stop, where again the big log interested a large 
group of spectators. From there the chief took 
the inside passage which provided him with 
sheltered waters most of the way to Sitka. The 
return trip occupied two weeks. His round trip 
covered a distance of more than 2,000 miles. 
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, Notwithstanding Alaskans repu¬ 
tation for big trees , especially 
cedars and spruce f three years ago , 
when the people up there wanted 
a cedar log big enough to be carved 
into a monster canoe , they had to 
come all the way down to Port Ren - 
frew , on the west coast of Vancou¬ 
ver Island , to find one. 

The canoe teas to be used during 
the celebrations of the 100th anni- 
versary of the purchase of Alaska , 
for $7,200,000 , by the United 
States from Russia. 

Commissioned by those in charge of the 
centennial celebrations to find a suitable log, to 
take delivery of it and bring it to Sitka, and carve 
it into a canoe when he got there, was Chief 
Herman Kitha of Sitka, an expert in canoe 
carving. 

Kitha had already searched the Alaskan 
forests for a suitable tree, but all attempts to find 
one had been in vain, for owing to climatic 
conditions few cedars that grow that far north 
can match the suitability for making into canoes 
as those found in the rain forests along the 
British Columbia coast farther to the south. 

He then visited the logging camps on the 
Queen Charlotte Islands and along the B.C. 
mainland coast, where he examined both still¬ 
standing trees and those already felled ready for 
shipment to B.C. mills. Still he couldn't find one 
that measured up to his specifications, for it had 
to be a good one, clear grain and comparatively 
free of knots. 

Finally, the committee appealed to the B.C. 
government. Could a suitable tree./be found on 
Vancouver Island, already famed far its big trees? 
Officials of the forestry department offered their 
full cooperation. Also those of Forest Industrial 
Relations, an organization which represent* 
practically all major V.I. lumber companies. 

Together their respective foresters got busy. 
After a three-month-long search of the Island's 
finest cedar stands, during which time scores of 
trees, both standing and already felled, were 
examined. B.C. Forest Products Ltd., Port 
Renfrew Division, finally came up with one that 
would surety meet the required specifications— 
and it did. The log was 70 feet long. 10 foot 
through at the butt and about 8 feet at the top. 

In due course Kitha arrived at Port Renfrew, 
declared the log satisfactory, accepted it on 
behalf of the Alaska Centennial Committee from 
BCFP, and immediately made preparations fear 
towing it to Sitka. 

The chief had travelled down the coast in hi* 
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Another West Coast of Vancouver Island forest 
giant made headlines in 1958. This time a Douglas 
Fir, estimated by ring count to have been a 
sapling when Alfred the Great ruled England <871- 
900). It grew to maturity in the Gold River 
country at the head of Muchalat Inlet on Nootka 
Sound, and at that time was the fourth largest of 
its species found in the forests of British 
Columbia. Charles Kabera and Steve Gervais, the 
two fallers who felled the tree, brought - the 
monster down in 29 minutes. 

Estimated height (top had been previously 
broken off) was between 200 and 240 feet, circum¬ 
ference at base 33 feet. To facilitate transports 
tion, 18 miles by truck to tidewater on Mucha¬ 
lat Inlet, the tree had to be bucked into seven 
lenths varying in size from 10 to 40 feet. It waa 
sawed into lumber at the Tabs is Company's mill 
at Tahsis. But first the lengths had to be split (by 
powder) for then the mill's green chain could not 
handle logs that size. The tree produced 46,009 
feet board measurement.

V the Victoria Motorcycle Club 
• mate 36 motorcyclists, aged 16 to 
60, some from as far as Vancouver 
and Port Alberni, compete in the 
! fourth enduro for two days during 
the Thanksgiving Day weekend. 

The 100-member club, oldest in Canada, has 
been holding its popular endurance test of man 
and machine since 1964, with the exceptions of 

' 1967-68. 

Preparations for this year's terra nova began 
as early as March, when the organizing 
i committee met with logging company representa¬ 
tives during one of their regular fire meetings. 

I Reason for the conference, explains club tre-a- 
I surer A1 Barclay, an IBM technician when not 
i motorcycling, is the fact “we cross no property 
without permission. 

“And the logging companies—basically Butler 
i Brothers, B.C. Forest Products, Victoria Plywood, 
and half a dozen others—are most co-operative.” 

With the firms' assent, the four-man 
committee carefully planned an arduous course— 
the hard way. For the terra nova requires 
considerably more than drawing a route on a 
map, organizers have to ride every inch of the 
proposed course themselves. Besides those 
hazards planned for contestants, the committee 
had experienced snow at the beginning. 

Then they set to work with machetes, where 
needed, clearing away just enough underbrush for 
m rider to pass through—just. Although each 
enduro is held basically on the same course from 
yeah to year, certain alterations must be made in 
I deference to the activities of snow and loggers, as 
^feoll aa for the sake of variety.

Motorcyclists Stage Cross-Country Race 


Once Che route was chosen, the committee 
tad designated 10 checkpoints, meticulously 
checking the mileage between stops, then 
determined what speeds would be posted for the 
various stretches. This Important part of the 
contest is dictated by the terrain between stops, 
rougher stretches requiring a slower overall 
epeed, as opposed to those sections with fewer 
obstacles. In other words, the motorcyclists’ goal 
hi to maintain the posted speeds—“ride to time 
fell the tame ’—from beginning to end, rather than- 
a conventional race in which the winner is the 
first man across the finish line. 

Besides the obstacles of the course, riders face 
fe further problem in sticking to schedule to that 
most bikes’ speedometers are linked to the rear 
wheel, which can—and does—"spin a lot.” 

Speeds selected, the committee proceeded to 
mark the route with arrows. Unlike past years, 
when cardboard signs were used, they sprayed 
locks and trees with bright orange paint. This, 
’ because problems have arisen from certain 
bon ten "doing their damndest to hide them." 

Sadly, even paint proved vulnerable, vandals 
overturning “boulders one man alone couldn’t 
move,” sighed chib director, and past pendent.

Racing more than 200 miles through, over, under and 
around some of the roughest terrain to be found on 
lower Vancouver Island may not sound like a very 
happy weekend to most, but to members of the Vic¬ 
toria Motorcycle Club, it’s all in the game - their 
annual Terra Nova Enduro. 


The terra nova enduro Is open to trials riders 
with suitable machines—"machines we feel would 
make the comae laid out”—for an entry fee of 
$12, which includes meals, fuel and overnight 
accommodation, entrants providing their own 
sleeping bags and the like. Other requirements 
are a set of tools, some spare parts—and top 
physical condition. 

A typical trials bike is of 250 cc. or less, and Is 
equipped according to factory specifications. Built 
as lightweight and sturdy as possible, it is de¬ 
signed to produce torque instead of horse¬ 
power, meaning it has considerable pull at lower 
speeds, with a wide ratio gearbox to give a 


suitable gear for tough going, as well as a 
reasonable top speed. Such a machine is squat, la 
high for clearance, has heavy suspension, 
"knobby" tires, a waterproof ingition system, can 
make extraordinarily tight turns, and costs $900. 

This year, Spanish, English, N Italian and 
Japanese bikes were entered. 

Terra nova organizers had experienced a last 
minute shock when It was reported militiamen 
would blow up an abandoned railway trestle near 
Port Renfrew as part of a training exercise 
"which would have wiped out 12 miles of course," 
laughed Mr. Barclay recently, although, ba 
confessed, “2 sure wasn’t laughing then.” But « 
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telephone call to reserve headquarters resolved 
Bm crisis happily with word the demnlitton was 
scheduled for another area. 

Early Sunday, Oct 12, the contestants, dub 
nexnbers and families had met at Cycle Park on 
Happy Valley Road, the 172-acre tract owned by 
Che club. When an riders had synchronized 
watches, the first cyclist left the park at precisely 
B a.m., the last following an hour and 10 minutes 
later. Riders begin the course in order of their 
classification, being classed u novices, seniors 
and experts. 

The first lap, posted at 10 miles per hour, 
began easily enough, this stretch being termed 
the Morning Side Throughway. But the going soon 
got rough; across Sooke River, it became "an 
Interesting cat trail." Vesuvius Climb is an aptly 
christened hillside, steep and slippery. Most 
contestants required two tries to make it over the 
top. 

Once over, cyclists relaxed during a brief run 
along road, then It was onto overgrown logging 
trail, cut just wide enough for a rider to pass 
through. Here, organizers had purpose^ left 
fallen logs where they lay, meaning riders had to 
Jump or lift their machines over. Skirting Jack 
and Crabapple Lakes, riders soon came to the 
KRter. 

"It’s most suitably named." grinned Mr. 
Barclay. “It's an old logging road which deadends 
on a hiil. Then a trail continues down the side of 
Empress Mountain — very steep — and once 
committed, there’s no coming back. A rider can 
have both wheels locked and keep moving." 
Seconds y hazards were assorted logs and rocks, 
before r iders reached the CNR track and the first 
cbeckpo nt at I^eechtown. 

Then they were off again, skirting Sooke Lake 
Watershed nnd up Survey Mountain over "a good 
hiker's trail," jumping logs and crossing a river 
**at least a half-dozen times”—without bridges, we 
might add. This is the most arduous stretch of 
the course Fortunately, it is only 3.7 rriiles long. 

Riding down an old logging chute to Weeks 
Lake, they enjoyed hamburgers and coffee, and 
gassed up. Although contestants were allowed a 
full hour of rest, those running behind schedule 
oould hit the trail again after a minimum of 15 
minutes. 

The .course then followed the public Port 
Renfrew Road to Burnt Bridge, back onto trail 
and ovcrgnHvn logging roads into the Maze, a 
confusing area laced with logging roads, after 
which riders shot down the Big Burma, a sheer 
eHffside of exposed tree roots, to Cowichan Lake. 

Fuelling, riders again took off, along the 
Harris Creek Road to its junction with Port 
Renfrew Road, and onto an abandoned railway 
grade for the 12-mile run into Renfrew. Besides 
crossing five tall trestles, cyclists ran a gauntlet 
of "slappors,” tree branches which lash at the 
face and eyes; the reason goggles were required. 

The first rider into Renfrew on Sunday 
arrived at 5:58 p.m., the last at 12:20 
Thanksgiving morning. Reason for the delay had 
been the fact eight riders became lost due to 
vandals overturning some of the arrows painted 
on rocks, and contest directors had been forced to 
round them up in a truck. 

After a night in the community hall, and 
breakfast in B.C. Forest Products’ coffee shop, 
the first riders hit the trail again at 8 a.m. 
Monday, to follow the same route along railway 
grade to Mesachie Lake, through the Maze to 
Burnt Bridge, where the course changed slightly, 
then into Weeks Lake for lunch and gas. 

Here, it was ‘‘virtually impossible" to follow 
the same mute back up Survey Mountain, so 
another change of course was in order. Once back 
onto the main trail, well marked now by the ruts 
of Sunday, riders skirted Leechtown, followed 
road to Sooke Potholes, back over Empress 
Mountain and into Cycle Park, where they were 
"very grateful for coffee." 

All made better time the second day, the first 
finishing at 4:22 in the afternoon, the last two 
hours later. 

Of the 36 entered, 22 finished. Thirteen were 
first class finishers, meaning they completed the 
course and made all checkpoints; those in second 
class completed, but missed a checkpoint or got 
off course. 

The 14 who fell by the wayside had been 
plagued by fatigue and mechanical failure, such 
as a flat tire, a sheered flywheel key and a broken 
kick starter. Portable welding outfits had been 
used to repair such mishaps as broken foot pegs, 
chajns, and a kick starter. One rider had even 
punctured his gas tank, others finishing with bent 
and broken gearshift levers, fenders and torn 
•eats. 1 

Physical injuries were in the form of a black 
eye (from being kicked accidentally by a 
•ommittee member, of all things!), a severely 
out arm suffered when « rider collided with ■

Grand winner of the terra nova was truck 
driver Bill Smith, with 116 points, followed by his 
16-year-old son, Pat, with 129. Motorcycle 
mechanic Dan Me aren placed third with 166. and 
Vancouver motor ;ycle mechanic Phil Funnell 
came fourth with 131, to the club’s amazement 

“He’d never >een over the course, and we 
were fantastically surprised he even finished," 
said Mr. Barclay. 
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achieved only three ‘‘gooee eggs" over the rugged 
course, meaning they had maintained the exact, 
posted time between checkpoint^. 

Next year, the Victoria Motorcycle Club wil 
again pit muscle and machine against the rugged 
slopes, plunging descents, fallen trees and 
"steppers" of lower Vancouver Island, hoping for 
upwards of 50 riders in the Northwest's tougheat 
motorcycle test, the Terra Nova Enduro.

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Stark and bare above the rocky 
fulls bordering the quiet waters of 
eUowknife Bay, on the northern 
shores of Great Slave Lake , a clus¬ 
ter of i truetural steel beams thrust 
upwartis towards the cloudless sky . 


Shot with golden shadows in the evening 
■unset, th° cluster took on the form and majesty 
ef a distaht, glittering crown. 

Scrambling over the slippery, moss-covered 
rocks, whose shallow crevices supported a few 
■ triiigy, straggling pine trees, then, sinking 
through inckets of spongy muskeg, beneath which 
lay an unyielding band of permafrost, I sought a 
closer look at this surprising, and completely 
Unexpected, sight. 

Shortly, I struck a road in the wilderness, 
new, wide and smoothly surfaced with finely 
crushed mine rock. It curled off into the rocky 
hill*. 

Turning a sharp comer, I stood for a moment 
to amazement. . 

Before, and above me, rose the fingered 
crown, resting a-top a tall, square pedestal of 
cement and steel. 

I was looking at a half-finished, 13-storey high- % 
rise apartment building, the newest of many new 
things to spring up in Yellowknife since that town 
had been named the Capital of the Northwest 
Territories, a few short months before. 

Yellowknife is a magic name in Canada, % 
loday. 

As a town, it holds the unique distinction of

supply of eastern development capital to spark a 
bigger and better gold rush. 

The stout old rock came alive again. The 
sound of hammers deadened the high, sad cry 
of the loon, the protesting squawks of sumijier- 
time seagulls and the harsh croak of the always- 
hungry, complaining ravens. 

Activity quickened after the first boat 
ploughed through the black, rotting lake ice in 
mid-June with barges of lumber. The lumber 
cargoes wore off-loaded by hand, board by board. 
Speedily, the buildings shot up. Banks, a pool-hall, 
■ drug store, a flimsy hotel whose rooms were 
rented before s the doors were on or the roof 
finished, several cafes with outlandishly original 
names like the Wildcat Cafe, the Busy Bee, 
Ruth’s Roving Hornet and the Squeeze-Inn. All 
but the Wildcat have gone now, victims of un¬ 
known fires which strewed their blackened debris 
about the desolation which has now descended 
on the Old Town. 

The great expansion on and around the Rock, 
where homes and buildings hung close and crazily 
on sharp outcrops, finally caused the federal 
administration way down east in Ottawa, to 
consider a new site for the young, seam-bus tin* 
■ettlement. 

It was decided to build a new town about one 
mile Inland on a flat, sandy, jackpine covered 
patch of high land, from which protruded many 
scattered humps of rock. 

There was opposition to the idea, from the 
oldtimers. Thus, in the settlement, a cleavage 
commenced, remnants of which exist to this day. 

The conflict between the Old and the New 
evolved betwixt the oldtimers, who liked their 
rocky realm, and the visionaries who saw the 
necessity for expansion. Debate in the local 
newspapers was acrimonious, and not always 
sensible. In 1946, the j editor of the Yellowknife 
Blade christened the n#w town-site Blundcrville — 
the Dust Bowl, lampooned the “squirrelly tactics 
of the administration at the Northwest Territories 
In Ottawa, and described their local representa¬ 
tive as having, "the trantic energy of a caged 
squirrel, and comparative administrative cora¬ 
pe tence.” 

Despite this opposition, the new town quickly 
grew. 

In 1945, the first building in the New 
Yellowknife townsite was erected. The original. 
Indian trail was straightened out and became 
Franklin Road, named after the famous Arctis 


About IPO years later, when the gold rush 
stream to the Yukon was at its height, a few 
prospectors spilled over into the Yellowknife area. 
Again, when oil was discovered at Norman Wells 
on the Mackenzie River in 1914, and the silver 
and pitch-blende strikes of Great Bear Lake 
caught the public eye in 1930, some tremors of 
activity returned to Yellowknife. But it was in the 
summer of 1938, when the Con Mine of Cbminco 
fame poured Yellowknife’s first gold brick, that 
the town of Yellowknife had its real beginning. 

Almost overnight, the little town cm the rock 
took shape. 

A Christmas head count In 1937 showed 
scarcely 50 people camped in the tiny settlement 
of rock, snow, frost-covered Christmas trees, all 
locked in by the frozen waters of the lake. It 
wasn’t much better in '38 when the pre-Christmas 
issue of the Yellowknife Blade, advised its 
subscribers that the shipment of Christmas cards 
had not arrived yet, but they could expect to mail 
some later, providing the makeshift Post Office 
had some stamps by then. 


being the only Canadian capital —- all other 
capitals throughout the land are graced with the 
title of city.. However, this tardy title is shortly to 
be up-dated, according to Ted Horton, sometime 
mayor and long-time editor of Yellowknife's News 
of the North. Ted has left the tribulations of the 
newspaper field behind him. He is now director of 
Information for the Northwest Territorial Govern¬ 
ment in Yellowknife. 

"I know R is a silly situation,” said Ted with 
■ whimsical smile, "however, at the next session 
of the Territorial Government. I expect an 
amendment to the Municipal Ordinance will be 
going through to declare Yellowknife a city.” 

It hardly seems possible that within the short 
■pan of 23 years this northern capital could rise 
to national eminence from a primitive tangle of 
forest, rock and sand, traversed only by the 
twisting strands of an ancient Indian trail. 

It was in 1946 that the nebulous picture of 
Yellowknife’s new town began to focus. The 
parent settlement from which it sprang was the 
early—1938— gold mining camp of the Yellowknife 
old town, a remarkable and romantic collection of 
shacks, tents and odd-log shanties which sprang 
up, on and around a rugged, rocky, forbidding- 
looking dome which jutted out into the lake 
waters, like a miniature Gibraltar. 

Yellowknife took its title from the Indians of 
that name, a once-strong and ferocious Indian 
band who evolved originally from the Chipe- 
wyan’s, a mighty tribe of fighters to the south. 
Known to the early explorers as Copper knives, 
from their camp toolrfand weapons made from 
local copper to the north, the Yellowknives ruled 
the long reaches of the northern lake shores, 
lording it over the neighboring docile Dog-Ribs. 
These waited patiently for their moment. It came 
one dark night as the Yellowknives lay ravished 
by a smallpox epidemic. The Dog-Ribs descended, 
decimated the Yellowknifes. who fled across 
Great Slave Lake, south to Snowdrift. The name 
Yellowknife remains. 

While the Yellowknife gold camp, as we know 
ft today, first came into prominence about 1936, 
toe earliest prospecting has been traced back to 
1771 when explorer Samuel Hearne roamed toe 
rocks in search of the sources of copper samples 
he had seen about the wigwams of the native 
Indian camps.

Such inconveniences 
rugged band of originals to whom our new 
sophisticated capital owes its being. This was the 
time of salted sow-belly rations, kerosene lamps 
and the sharing of outdoor privies. Lumber was 
scarce. Wood was used for heating and cooking 
— 310 a cord and saw it up yourself. Any old 
egg-crate, orange box or wooden dynamite case 
was seized and carefully hoarded for use in 
making furniture. Primitive, perhaps, lived these 
northern men, but, they were a resourceful and 
self-reliant breed. Welfare, that modern scourge 
of our society, was an unknown word to them, 
and an insult, had they known of it. 

In August of 1938, an eastern writer rather 
superficially described this early Yellowknife as a 
cross between a three-ring circus and a picnic. 

The war of '39 quickly dampened the 
enthusiasm of the young gold camp. Shacks were 
padlocked, dogs were shot and toe men went 
south to be soldiers. A ghost town atmosphere 
encircled the rock as the search for gold was 
suspended. 

But, at war's end in 1945, returning 
prospectors discovered rich new strikes in the 
hinterland. There was an eager and plentiful 
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explorer. It became the main stem of the city-ta- 
be. It connected the Old Town with the New. 

Streets and avenue* were surveyed. Deep 
trenches. 12 to 30 feet down through the 
permafrost, were carved out aloagside for 
expensive water and sewer lines. The sandy 
surfaces were deceptive. When bull-dozing 
started, unseen rocks were uncovered which faM 
to be blasted. The shock of fired explosives burst 
over the land like a battle-field action. Returned 
war veterans paused — and remembered. 

The exodus of business from the aid rock is 
the new sand patch was a sharp and sudd en¬ 
tiling. The businessmen went where the money 
was; the pioneers stayed where their hearts were. 

The excitement and activity of early dap* 
around the rim-rock weakened and faded. Ths 
arrival of the fkst boat in spring-time, bow 
passes completely unnoticed. At one time, tbs 
arrival was a gala affair, all the town turning out 
to see, and a delegation of dignitaries, headed by 
the mayor and the local lady's society — the 
Daughters of the Midnight Sun — greeted the 
skipper with congratulations, a box of cigars, a 
certificate, and almost certainly, a bottle of 
something or other. 

The opening of the Mackenzie Highway to 
Yellowknife, and the Influx of truck transporta¬ 
tion, changed all this. 

Tugboats, which used to barge in 8,000 tons of 
mine machinery, supplies and package freight far 
the developing settlement, in the short, four 
months open water season, now bring in mainly 
fuel oil in bulk, bunker “C" for mine heating, ths 
lighter P-40 lot home heating, and several grades 
of gasolines. Where, in 1939, a few barrels of oil 
was the short season's quota, in 1969, the big 
Northern Transportation Company's tugs aad 
barges pumped of into Yellowknife's oil storage 
tanks mare than 7,000,000 gaBons at fuel oils. 

Much of the increase ia aviation gasoline goes 
to fuelling the giant Hercules aircraft which roar 
continuously from the Yellowknife airport to the 
new oil discoveries in Melville and other island* 
of Canada's Arctic lands. 

Gravel gave way to blacktop in Yellowknife 
as civilization crept north. First, the airport 
runways, then the roads and streets of 
Yellowknife were hard-surfaced. 

In the '50s. a period of consolidation covered 
the embryonic capital. The citizens of Yellowknife 
no longer thought of their settlement as they did 
in 1949 ‘the town of tommorw.' It was the town of 
today. Schools, a new hospital, dial telephones, a 
surge of electricity, street lights, wide, passable 
streets and automobile*, all proclaimed change 
aad the approach of a new image for the livening 
north, thus giving some slight substance to the 
optimistic utterance of stipendiary magistrate, 
CM. F. J. G. Cunningham, in the '40s, “100 years 
f rom now, more Canadians will live in 
Yellowknife and the Northwest Territories than 
now li\e south of those areas." Ahem!! 

As the importance of the old town faded aad 
that of the new town flourished, cultural activities 
began to appear. Among many other programs, a 
Celebrity Concert series became an annual event 

One such visiting celebrity was Miss Blanche 
Thebom, the Metropolitan Opera singing star. 
YeOowknife, and the Hfe around It, simply, 
captivated her. It was wintertime when she 
visited and became enthralled with the “wonder- 
folly comfortable and beautifully colored Eskimo 
and Indian parkas, duffle coats and muklufcs 
ia the streets. 

“I have never seen." she c on tinu ed , “ 
look so spectacularly handsome and gaudy, 
except in pictures in costume book* of the 17th 
century. Yellowknife b a fascinating place, 
chiefly because of its people. Individuality and 
nan-conformity have not vanished from the earth. 
They live in Yellowknife.'* 

She was -not to know Oust most of these 
colorful types re p r es ented the oMthnen fram the 
old town down by the Rock. 

It was in the spring tf IMS. that rumor* cC 
future greatness began to flow through Yellow¬ 
knife’s co f fee cimversations. Maybe, Yellowknife 
could be the capital of the Northwest Ter rftreieg . 
The sale price of vacant building lots strength¬ 
ened. Real estate quietly changed hands at 
increasing value*. An announcement appeared to 
the local newspaper — 12 houses were to be built 
in the new town to house the staff of. of ah 
things, a jail in Yellowknife. 

In the fall of ”66, the Government Q t Canada 
brought out the Can-other's Commission Report 
which stated, “there are 14 reasons why 
Yellowknife should be chosen as the capital of ths 
N.W.T." The report did not go into them.

Last year, my family and I sta y ed for a 
month in a rented home in the centre of 
Yefl owhni fe New Them. One night, about 2 a m. I 
was awakened by a series of slight tremors, 
rumblings mixed with the echoing sounds of 
ihdted explosion* w e mi agiy arising from the 
depths of the earth. Lying in bed I thought of 
Edmond Dante In the Count of Monte Cristo, 
digging in the deep dungeons of the Chateau D'if. 
Perplexed, I finally fell asleep. Next day, I 
discovered the disturbances were caused by the 
gold miners working 5,000 feet directly below the 
surface of Yellowknife. 

However important to a community's Imme¬ 
diate economy, gold mines are a wasting asset. 
So, perhaps, the answer to the future of 
Yellowknife rests squarely in the hands of the 
Territorial Government and its staff of civil 
servants. In their field of government, they, too, 
have b e co me pi o n eers — pi o n eers of progress. 

Ia talking of t e rm s of hfe and p rogres s , one 
most not forget the importance of touris m and 
the tourist. Each passi n g year, the impact of 
visitors to the Yellowknife scene Is to crea rt a g . 

Gone are the days of 'ft, when a YeOowknife 
newspaper could write: "There are no restric¬ 
tions on the flow of tourist* to the N.W.T.. accept 
— There aren’t many way* to get (here, There's 
no place to stay when you get (here. There's 
nothing to see but rocks, Christmas trees and 
tundra. It costs a lot of bucks. And nobody want* 
tourist up there anyway.” 

All these reasons have been swept aside by 
progress and change. YeUoa knife's Tourist- 
Bureau. together with Travdarrtic. an Imagina¬ 
tive and energetic publicity arm of the capital's 
Territorial Government, are projecting a vivid 
and appealing northern image throughout Chnada 
and the United States of America. The excellent 
reaulto are evidenced in the large summer safaris 
of var ie d campers, trucks and ears which travel 
the Mackenzie Highway, weighted down with 
spare tires, bed-rolls, spades, rifles and camping 
equipment, their origins identified by licence 
piatea from aD corn er* of the nrtinra t 

I talked with one such safari leader: "Why do 
you drive ad that long way to Yellow knife, and 
wiat do you like about It when yon get here?" 

"Wen,” ha allowed, “you’ve got yourselves a 
real modern town to this remote wUdermwe. but 
that's not what we realty came to aea. We came 
to sort of savor the aohtude." He pauecd. a Sttle- 
setf-conaeiouBly before canttoutog: "We're really 
twdhmry folk, quiet dtfcarna, who simply have to 
breathe fresh air occasionally — and get the city 
din out of our ears.” 

Earty next morning. X took Mm down to the 
OM Town. We climbed the twist tog stairway to 
the top of the ancien t rook. Beneath a tall, 
gleaming, pillar of polished granite, an which 
bung a bronze plaque extolling the adventurous 
efforts of ths early bush-flying plots, ws stood 
and looked.

From on* end of town to the other, 
jackhammer* clacked aad bulkioaen roared. 

A 50x100 foot lot jumped to value from J75 to 
&50Q Three tola, with a shaek aa, bought tor a 
few hundred dollars, was sold lor 960,000. On ft, 
sprang up a strikingly modern five-storey building 
to bouse the new Northwest Territorial Govern¬ 
ment. A 51,000.000 extension to the*. Yellowknife 
Hotel was completed in 1968. It Is how known as 
the Yellowknife Inn — "at the sign of the Polar 
Bear." 

A 13 storey high-rise, whose Angered crown 
touched off this story, is almost completed. It is a 
99-unit skyscraper whose 1-3-3 room units are 
expected to be filled by the fall of ’69 with 
Territorial Gove r nment employ ee * an their 
families. A second high-rise is anticipated as the 
new capital simply has no more lots available. 

John Parker, deputy commissioner of the 
N.W.T. explained it: “We achieve great econo¬ 
mies of land, and this is absolutely necessary in 
Yellowknife in this day and age of high cost of 
extending services such as water and sewer, 
roads and sidewalks. We must achieve higher 
density of use, but still attractive to the 
occupants.” 

Times we re certainly changing. 

Sept. 18, 1967, was a notable day in the 
history of Yellowknife. Late in the cold, windy 
afternoon, a big DC-7 aircraft dropped out of the 
grey skies and roiled towards the red carpet 
roiled out before the new airport building. A large 
crowd of curious YeDowknifers was on hand to 
g ree t the arrival of the Northwest Territorial 
Government and its 81 advance employees. A 
skirting piper piped the slightly bewildered, self- 
conscious Ottawans off the plane. 

Te m porarily, the new arrivals were housed in 
all manner of strange lodgings, hotel rooms, 
motets, private homes, converted warehouse*. 
They went to work to makeshift offices set up to 
old schoolrooms, the coding club, aa abandoned 
bowling alley. Mug ye a rned far the correctness 
and apparent sanity of Ottawa, and said an, thus 
setting up a same what fl v e hate smitten with the 
northerns*. 

At the completion of new office buildings and 
apartments, the best of the newcomers melded 
with their uu ft uii neighbor s . The dissatisfied, 
the AdDialond, the mtoftta dropped out. 
disap pe ar ed, and he cleavage dimmed. As the 
deputy commto*fener put It: "21 was a natural 
situation which resolved itsel f. The mi sfit s were 
gradually wee ded oof. A pl e asan tl y high 
percentage of Terr i to ria l G o ve r nment empl oyees 
are now here far the good of the country." 

There are now 306 e mp loy e e * with the 
Northwest Ter r ito ri es Govern me nt in YeDovrtadte. 
Eventually, there will be a total of 325. 

The impact of the new arrivals can be seen In 
the changed picture at YeDonkaffe’s life today, 
and the atmo sp here in which the people presently 
move. 

Originally a colorful mining team of macki¬ 
naw'd, parka-covered men, Yellowknife ia now to 
danger ci losing its identity to a growing Maas of 
white-shirt etL dark-suited civil servants. Natur¬ 
ally, these are welcomed by the businessmen, but 
the originals look askance at them. The pion e er * 
feet that Yellowknife began as a gold-adaing 
town, is sttQ a gold-mining town and will remain 
a gold-mining town. Buf, I’m not so aura about 
that. 

Certainly, YeOowkntf* Is howled on (he 
I far threat by the huge Giant Yeflcwknlfe Gold 

Mines, and on the Southwest by Cominco’s Coa 
Mine. Between them, they work both ends ci a 














Where does the time go? It is 
really sneaky the way Christmas 
creeps up on you. One day it’s a 
far-off date on the calendar and 
then, before you know it, Dec. 25 
is barely a few weeks away. Be¬ 
cause it improves with mellowing , 
the Christmas cake is the first of 
the holiday baking to be con¬ 
sidered. Fruit cakes, plum pud¬ 
ding and mincemeat may be made 
as much as three months ahead, 
but most of us have discovered that 
five or six weeks of mellowing de¬ 
velops a fine flavor. Christmas 
baking is a very ancient tradition 
. . . British sailors of early days 
who travelled to the Orient and 
other foreign ports returned with 
stories of cakes made with fruit 
and brought back ingredients with 
them. 

From Greece and Turkeyl they obtained 
currants and raisins; from Italy, citrus peel 
preserved in honey; from Spain, almonds and 
from the Orient, strange seeds and berks of trees 
when pounded in a mortar gave a pleasant

spiciness to cakes. Even our glace fruit is not 
new . . . the ancient Chinese extracted sugar 
syrup from sugar cane or bamboo and soaked 
their ginger, kumquats and other oriental fruit in 
the syrup. How true that "there is nothing new 
under the sun." 

British bakers, seeing the fruits and spices 
and hearing tales of aromatic cakes, soon, 
learned to make them . I. . this was the 
beginning of our heavily laden fruit cakes. 
Recipes were Jealously guarded and handed 
down from one generation to the next. 
Besides the cakes Merrle England took a rich 
fruit pudding to its heart and for hundreds of 
years no Christinas was complete without the 
steamed "Plum Pudding.’* And no wonder 
England was so merrle tor lots of rum aad 
brandy went into their cakes and paddings. 

In our changing world, even ancient tradition* 
change. The trend in Christmas cakes seems to 
be for a lighter more colorful, more de Idea to 
cake. I suppose the dark, very rich fruit cake will 
always be popular with some but practically all 
the requestsi that have come to me this year have 
been for light fruit cakes. 

This past week I began my Christmas baking 
with the following recipe . . . Holiday White Fruit 
Cake ...

HINTS ON MAKING FRUIT CAKES . . . 

Don't try to do all the preparation and baking of a fruit cake in one day ... Check 
your recipe and shop for ingredients on any shopping day. 

The day before baking cut up and measure fruits and note. Prepare pans. 

The day you bake . . . have all the ingredients measured and on counter. Put cake 
together and bake. Always preheat the oven to temperature called for. All fruit cake* 
require a low heat. 

Fruit cake must be completely cold before wrapping and storing. For added flavor 
sherry or brandy may be added during mellowing period . . . saturate a piece of cheese¬ 
cloth with the liquor and wrap around cakes before wrapping in foil. 

Do not freeze fruit cakes before they have “ripened” (at least a month).

measure and resift with the baking powder, soda 
and salt. Combine ail the fruit and nuts and toss 
with % of the flour. Now cream the butter and 
sugar until very light and fluffy, add the lemon 
juice and almond flavoring. Stir in the grated 
lemon peel. Stif in the floured fruit and nuts. 
Beat the egg wnites until stiff peaks form then 
fold alternately into the batter with the balance of 
the flour- Spoon into prepared pans. Have oven 
preheated to 275 deg. F. The time for baking will 
depend on the size of the pans. My 2 small cakes 
took 2 hours while the larger eake took 2% hours. 
I was well pleased with these cakes' . . . the 
Davor is good, they are fine textured and colorful. 

The 10 egg whites used la the white fruit 
cake leaves o» with 10 egg yolk*. With these I 
made two 8x4-inch gold loaf cakes. These 
freeze beautifully and are excellent cakes to 
have on hand in the freezer . . . sliced, these 
can be used as a base for all sorts of elegant 
emergency desserts. 

Two Gold Loaf Cakes . . . % cup butter, 1*4 
cups fine sugar, 10 egg yolks beaten, 2% cupa 
sifted cake or pastry flour, *4 tsp. salt, 3 tsp. 
baking powder, ** cup milk, 1 tsp. rose water or 
vanilla and the grated rind of 1 orange. Have the 
butter at room temperature, cream until light 
and fluffy. Gradually add the sugar and continue 
to beat until very smooth and light In another 


bowl beat the egg yolks with a rotary beater until 
very light and lemon colored. Beat these into th^- 
creamed mixture. Sift the flour, measure and 
resift with the salt and the baking powder. Now 
incorporate the flour alternately with the milk to 
which the flavoring and orange rind has been 
added. Beat the batter after each addition. 

Spoon the batter into 2 well-greasqd and 
floured loaf cake tins, smooth the batter level 
with the back of a spoon. Bake in a pre-heated 
350 deg. F. oven for 40 to 45 minutes. Test for 
doneness, cool on a wire rack. If they are to be 
frozen wrap in foil when they are quite cold. This 
recipe may be baked in a 3-inch tube pan.

made an elegant fruit cake which I decided at . 
the time would make a fine Christinas cake. 
Herewith Is the recipe t 
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GOURMET FRUIT CAKE ... 2 cups blanched 
and slivered almonds, 2 cups golden raisins, 54 
cup citron peel sliced very thin, 1 cup whole red 
glace cherries, 1 cup mixed glace fruit, 4 ring* 
green glace pineapple. 1 cup honeyed apricots, 54- 
cup flour tossed with the fruit and nuts, l'k cups

In 1964, sfan 
took part in the Bert Farr production of The 
Hole, put on by Victoria Theatre Guild. This else 
was a festival play, and Margaret and Evanna 
Murray tied for best supporting actress. In all, 
Margaret has done three plays at Langham 
Court; the above-mentioned The Hole, Lathee in 
Retirement and Visit to a Smafi Planet. 

Then Bastion Theatre came into being. Here 
let it be eaidi that Margaret Martin is a confirmed 
Baa tic® bun ter, and ha been ever since she 
joined at its inception. She has a great belief in 
toe abilities of this group, and is of the strong 
opinion tost there is a niche far a semi- 
professional theatre In Victoria. 

Margaret had never met Peter Manwring 
until that first Bastion get-together. Therefore, it 
was somewhat surprising to them to find that 
they had grown up within a block of each other in 
the KitsUano district of Vancouver. She thinks 
that maybe their schooldays did not entirely 
coincide and, of course, Vancouver is a Mg city so 
perhaps the fact that they did not meet Is not so 
odd after alL 

Sitting in her pleasant living mom overlook¬ 
ing Prospect Lake, Margaret got busy adding up 
toe number of plays she bas done with Bastion 
Theatre. I think she was just a little surprised to 
find that—in all—the tally comes to 22 plays, plus 
a stint as Emily Carr for the Centennial Society, 
and an appearance as Queen Elizabeth In Richard 
IH for the university. On top of this, she also had 
toe part of Stanley Bowles* wife in the Disney 
nature film* The Wild Heart, which was Aimed 
here on the Island at Canoe Cove and Long 
Beach, and was shown on TV last season. 

I asked Margaret how she enjoyed the 
experience afforded her before the cameras. 
“Well,” she laughed, “I worked darn hard at that 
thing. We all did, I guess.

St. Lukes’ Players certainly do have a lot to 
anvwer lor. Here fa yet another actress who says 
she considers she must give entire credit for her 
stage successes to St. Lukes’, since they gave her 
her start on toe Island and provided the 
necessary impetus slie needed. 

Margaret recalls that at the time toe was 
with St. Lukes’, other such well-known personali¬ 
ties as John Drean, Evanne Murray, Captain 
Gibson, Bert Fair and Tony Nicholson were all 
members of the group. 

It was white with St. Lukes’ Players that 
Margaret won several major acting awards— 
notably best actress for her performance In High 
Ground, the group's Dominion Drama Festival 
entry for 1954. She also gained tuition-fee 
scholarships to Banff in both 1963 and again in 
1955. 

Id 1959, this non-stop whirlwind took the 
•ward for best actress in the one-act festival, 
both for Vancouver Island and for the whole of 
B.C. The play was The Chairs and the part a 
challenging one since Margaret had to portray an 
old woman of 94. Incidentally The Chairs was 
Margaret’s first experience of acting in toe 
mod, aad was put an by toe Victoria Intimate 
Stags.

from frequent appearances on stage at McPher. 
•on Theatre, Margaret is on ttie board at 
directors for Bastion, and is also a very active 
member of the school tours. In fact, this coming 
season is her fifth year with Bastion school tours. 
Every year, this side of the Bastion effort grow* 
steadily, and this year, Margaret estimates that 
they have approximately 125 bookings to play In 
schools here on the Island, in the Kootenay* and 
the Okanagan on the mainland, and also in 
northern Washington. 

This year, nine actors and accesses including 
the musical director will go out, and they and all 
their gear and stage prop* will pack into a truck 
and a large station wagon. Margaret notes that 
the huskier members of the team usually travel 
In the truck, though she doesn't feel this is any 
particular hardship when she thinks of the one 
lone male who has the task of driving all the 
women in the station wagon. 

Life is full of the unexpected on these school 
tour trips. Last year, for instance, was the 
largest tour to date and they endured the worst 
weather conditions. In the slide area over the 
Hope-Princeton Highway, the cast had to wait 
while the car ahead of them was dug out of the 
■now, and through the Kootenays the snow was 
up to the eaves of the houses. 

However, this is all in a day’s work, and the 
success of the Bastion School tours more than 
makes up for any small inconveniences. Margaret 
feels with some justification that these tours are 
one of Bastion's greatest contributions to Jfte 
community and to the theatre in generaL 

One might wonder how the busy ^rurnher of a 
growing family can manage all these activities, 
but Margaret seems able to take Everything in 
her stride. For one thing, she hak the happy 
knack of being happy. She doesn't g«?t fussed and 
■he does have tremendous vitality. "Also,” she 
■ays, "I've got a husband who stands behind me 
all ttie way. Vince is the great encourager. and 
his philosophy is that nobody should be kept from 
doing the thing they want to do.” 

During the past summer It will be 
remembered that Bastion Theatre put on open 
air performances every week day both in Bastion 
Square and also in Centennial Square These 
■hows were tremendously popular, and Margaret 
■ays the players got to meet all sorts of people 
from all walks of life, and from many parts of 
the world. She feels that she will always 
remember this past summer with affection, and 
especially so as it was because of these open air 
shows that she was given a little item which she 
has been told is a mitty bag. 

The mitty bag she has is a little woven and 
decorated object about a foot long and looking 
rather like an ornate tie with a ’small slit-like 
opening in the centre. When open; it allcws for 
the passage of small coins to the pouches at 
either end. Margaret says that the gentle man who 
gave her this interesting bit of theatre 
memorabilia told her that he had once been a 
circus down and that, at the turn of the centiay 
or earlier, these mitty bags were used by the 
actors to keep their money while on stage, and 
were worn as part of their costume for safe 
keeping. This, of course, was in the days of gold 
coin, and perhaps the mitty bag was part of a 
clown's costume. The word mitty could come 
from the old word mite, meaning a small coin. 

Margaret never got to know the name of the 
kind person who gave her that present. He gave 
It, she says, because he thought she might 
appreciate having it. She wants him to know that 
■he does appreciate it, and it has an honored 
place In her home. 

Margaret Martin doesn’t spend much time in 
looking back because she is too busy planning for 
the future. However, there is one incident from 
the past which still brings a chuckle as she 
recalls it. This has to do with the Emily Carr 
production. It has to do in particular with the 
‘coffee’ she and Dan Christian had to drink in one 
scene of the play. 

“That coffee,” says Margaret, "was just the 
most awful stuff that either of us had ever tasted. 
Night after night, we manfully sipped away, 
refusing to let our faces twist into a grimace. I 
though the trouble might be that the coffee was 
always cold and maybe stale. So, before the last 
night, we took our courage in our hands and 
suggested to the prop6 lady that, just for fun, it 
would be nice if the coffee could be hot when we 
drank it. The poor props lady was horrified. 
“Surely,’ she said to us, ’You never drink that 
■tuff. Why, I made it out of poster paint'.'* 

Yuk! What a horrible thought! No wonder at 
all that the coffee didn’t taste like coffee. 
Margaret had a fleeting moment of wonder about 
the condition of her interior economy after a diet 
Of poster paint. However, as she points out: 
“What could be more fitting than paint for a play 
about Emily Carr’’*

Carey of Seymour Valley. Its measurements are 
fantastic: height 417 feet, 117 feet higher than 
Vancouver's Marine Building: circumference at 
base 77 feet, and diameter 25 feet. This tree had 
no limbs for the first 300 feet of its record height 
and it measured nine feet across 207 feet up. Its 
protective bark was 16 inches thick. 

The Lynn Valley fir was not only the largest, 
but by a wide margin the oldest, for its age, 
indicated by ring count, indicates that the seed 
from which it grew must have ripened about the 
time of Christ

Biggest red cedar cm record was found 150 
mOes north of Vancouver (exact location un¬ 
known) : 48 feet in circumference, 16 in diameter

It." says Mr. Nora Elliott in her 
practical way, just as she'll dig in 
now today and want to help 
everybody, such as having a hospit¬ 
able home in Victoria, helping out at 
the Silver Threads, being an associ¬ 
ate member o t Canadian Authors, 
and continuing on with her oil and 
water color painting to make this a 
prettier world. 

An attractive, trimly build 
brunette, with greying but curly 
hair, Nora loves to recall her days 
near Delbume. This community 
known as the Haya Municipality. » 
miles from Red Deer, recently 
brought out a book Yesteryears for 
4 its Centennial project, and Nora 
Foulds is a first name on the list of 
1,910 pupils at an early school called 
Red Wing. 

The Foulds family came out to 
Canada from Yorkshire, but Nora 
was very young when she came. 
They first settled in Red Deer where 
her father. James Foulds. was a 
music teacher. However, after being 
paid mostly with sacks of wheat and 
loads of firewood, and sometimes a 
live pig, it was decided to try 
ranching. ' 

Meanwhile after two hard winters 
brave Mrs. Amy Foulds, who had 
known she had a bad heart when she 
came to Canada, had died in Red 
Deer. Many of the early wives and 
mothers succumbed at earlier ages 
than the men. 

The little daughter, therefore, as 
she grew, was very needed. She did 
everything to help her menfolk, 
housework, had to learn to trap and 
■hoot, as in pioneer life the teeming 
wildlife helped people survive 
through thin seasons. 

She went out in the cold winter 
weather to help her brother Arthur 
on his trap line for muskrats. She 
loves birds and animals, but had to

Finally Nbra, one afternoon after 
school, was the one who managed to 
surprise the little marauder and 
made an accurate shot.

If they tried to skip any 
there were complaints. 

How did she get into painting? 
She had inherited from her mother a 
talent for this as her parent had

the family; her father having an 
awkward time to sit his horse and 
used to hate it. So she was chosen 
as cowgirl. 

A slender slip of a girl, she was 
easy for Dick to carry. The young 
brown horse never treacherously 
threw her without warning, as some 
miscreants would and she could 
trust Dick who knew exactly what to 
do. 

Nora rode xhany lonely miles 
over the open range, with caily Dick 
for company, looking for strays. She 
would feel in tune with the many 
creatures of the wild, the coyotes, 
the badgers . . . and sometimes a 
bobcat or lynx crouching on a tree 
branch, just over her head . . . but 
■he always felt safe with Dick, she 
■ays. 

Years after, when Nora in fact 
Bad gone to the city, a strange 
accident occurred and they found 
the brown horse dead, apparently 
having stepped on a sharp branch 
which had in some way pierced his 
heart. 

Yesteryears, listing each pioneer 
family in the local districts, includes: 

"James Foulds — Mr. James 
Foulds, widower, proved up on his 
homestead N.W. 36-24-1 in. 1910 or 
thereabouts. Professor of music he 
was. and gave music lessons at 
various times. 

Together with him were his 
daughter, Nora (Mrs. Elliott), 
Harold, his eldest son — a gardener 
by trade in England; and Arthur, 
who was secretary-treasurer of 
Bellgrove for some years. Arthur 
joined up in the army; he was 
wounded, losing a leg during World 
War I. After recovering sufficiently, 
he came home and was postmaster 
In Delburne for years. At present 
time he is retired in Banff." 

Nora was very fond of her family 
and recalls the long winters in the 
little homestead, which was built of 
lumber, though many around were 


done some painting. Her mother’s 
maiden name was Turner and it is 
thought they were related to J. M. 
W. Turner, the famous British 
artist. 

Many cultured people of talent 
sought the free land of early 
Alberta. Delbume and surrounding 
places had a good share of folk from 
Britain there. There were often, 
however, many abandoned home¬ 
steads there; empty bams, houses, 
or shacks, with shutters that banged 
hollowly in the wind. Ghosts of 
many a hope, shacks where an 
occasional bachelor had lived, then 
gone back to the Old Land to fight 
for his country and never returned. 

Nora and her brothers came 
across one place where painted 
canvasses they recoghized as the 
work of "old masters” had desper¬ 
ately been used to cover some old 
barrels containing oil. Her late elder 
brother Harold told a story of seeing 
a "ghost dog.” 

Nora puts it in her own words: 

"One summer evening just as 
dusk was falling. Harold was 
bringing home the milking herd 
from where they had been pasturing 
out on the range. 

"He was riding May, a strong 
little bay mare. As they passed 
through the yard of the old 
abandoned ranch, suddenly a dog 
appeared and seemed to run through 
the horse's legs.

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“There's talent here that almost 
defies one's imaginationob- 
served Jack Kempster as he peeled 
through a sheaf of drawings and 
sketches. 

The instructor made the com¬ 
ment with obvious , and justified 
pride. And there is something dis¬ 
tinctively different and unique 
about his class. 

It comprises 13 native Indians — two young 
ladies and 11 young men. They represent a 
number of tribes and come from homes 
throughout the Pacific Northwest, including the 
Yukon and the Queen Charlotte Islands. 

They range in age from late 'teens to mid* 
30s, and each of them have several things in 
common. They are interested in art; and they 
want to make their own way in Canada’s society. 

The course they’re taking is unique. To begin 
with, it’s the only one of its kind ever held in 
Canada. It’s a co-operative project involving the 
federal department of Indian affairs and northern 
development, and the adult education division of 
the Greater Victoria School board. 

Some time ago, Jack DaJgleish, director of 
the adult education division, saw the value of 
special instruction which would enable Indians 
with their inborn artistic talents being able to

take their place In die commercial and graphic 
arts field of the country. Hie course he envisaged 
would cover far more than just painting, or 
carving, or beadwork. Federal authorities were 
approached, and they liked it from the start. 

Plans were drawn up; the federal department 
through its agencies throughout B.C., selected 
students for the initial class. 

Jack G. Kempster was named to organize, 
guide and instruct the special class. Up to early 
1967 he had served 30 years with the Royal 
Canadian Navy as a photographic specialist, and 
In that capacity had been involved in a host of 
activities related to the graphic arts. Almost 
Immediately after leaving the naval service he 
joined the adult education <fi vision of the Victoria 
school board, and became co-ordinator of special 
projects. 

The special class for Indians started in mid- 
September of this year, and will cover a total erf 
40 weeks. 

It was an entirely new venture for both the 
Instructor and the students. For practically all of 
them it was their first adventure far from home. 
At first they were strangers in a strange 
environment. But a combination of wisdom and 
psychology on the part of Jack Kempster soon 
welded them into a team. On their first day in 
class the young artists were busy sawing lumber 
and driving nails — converting regular deskB into 
art boards. 

As Jack said, “almost instantly they had a 
sense of belonging . . . and of direct participw* 
tion. It brought them all together.” 

The budding Indian artists are working with 
practically all the "tools" of the art world. 
They're drawing faces and figures and other 
assignments with pencil, charcoal, India ink, 
pastels and Polymer colors. 

They'll be learning silk screen processes; and 
how to handle separation drawings for offset color 
printing. They’ll be doing scenes and portrait 
work in oil; and they'll beeome proficient in 
precision lettering. 

What they learn In this I oourse. Instructor 
Kempster says, will prepare them for gainful 
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employment in one or more facets of the vast 
commercial and graphic arts field. He listed a 
few: advertising agencies or departments, sign 
painting, poster production, display work of all 
types. 

And before the course ends, the Indian 
students will have learned how to work with and 
fully operate an offset press. 

Classes are held between 9 a m. and 3 p.m. 
Monday through Friday in the Young Building of 
the Lansdowne campus. The art course is being 
financially supported by the federal department 
of Indian affairs and northern development, which 
also provides students with monthly living 
allowances. They live in private homes through¬ 
out the Greater Victoria area. 

How are the Indian artists doing? 

“In ail my many years' experience with art 
students," replies Jack Kempster, "this group is 
showing the greatest interest and producing 
better work than I ever thought possible.” 

Within several weeks after the class started, 
the work of the Indian group had received warm 
praise from many quarters — including local 
educators, representatives of the sponsoring 
federal department, and graphic art personnel. 

"These students, for the most part, have aa 
inborn artistic sense,” explains the Instructor. 
“Some of them — most of them, for that matter 
— are just, terrific. Each of them has his or her 
own particular style.” 

And he adds, rather modestly, “AD I do is 
help them in any way possible to maintain that 
style, improve it where necessary, and guide 
them along generally accepted commercial art 
lines and technique*.** 

Upon completion of the 10-month course, fh# 
Indian artists will receive a special certificate. 
And by that time their instruction will also have 
Included guidelines in how to present themselves 
and their work to would-be employers.

A Fresh Mind Thinks Aloud

Nearly all professional writers keep notebooks in 
which they jot down thoughts and observations for 
possible incorporation in future works. Stephen Vizin* 
czey has reversed the method by expanding his jottings 
to make a book. 

He may have got the idea for Tt»e 
Rules of Chaos after reading Kildare 
Dobbs’ Reading the Tims for both 
these books, in which the authors 
think aloud about a variety of topics, 
are disjointed and defy classifica¬ 
tion. 

But whereas Dobbs, in trying to 
make sense of our bewildering age, 
is by turns provocative, humorous, 
quixotic, and mostly gentle, Vizinc- 
zey is mostly sardonic. 

The Rules of Chaos consists of 
thoughtful commentaries on vexing 
current topics such as racism, 
technology and war. Much at what 
he writes has been written by 
others, but it bears study because it 
is always enlightening to read the 
views of a fresh, penetrating mind. 

Every now and again one is 
brought up short by remarks such 


Wainwright probably got the idea 
from The New Remus, in which 
many well-known Canadian writers 
stated their views of the United 
States — in no uncertain terms! The 
same forthrightness of approach, he 
must have reasoned, would produce 
M rewarding view of Canada. 

Unfortunately, it didn't work out 
that way. The fluency which readily 
comes to hand when tearing strips 
off the Americans is missing when 
Introspection is called for. 

Contributors to Notes for a 
Native Land are by no means 
inarticulate, but their thinking is 
oddly muddled as if they were 
embarrassed by having to reveal 
publicly what they had given scant 
thought to iq private. This applies to 
the majority of the writers, whether 
they are middle-aged and of the 
Establishment or youthful and com¬ 
paratively unknown. 

Robertson Davies talks of a 
possible Canadian national tem¬ 
perament in the future "rooted in 
feeling.” And Northrop Frye closes 
an American-oriented essay with 
“This all • sounds very vague, but 
that doesn't worry me . . Well, it 
worries me to discover I am living 
not so much in a country as a 
■tate of mind. 

Robin Skelton ("In England I was 
a Yorkshireman; in Canada I am a 
Victorian.") extols the joys he finds 
In his adopted land and speaks of 
“potential greatness.” And Wain- 
wright begins: “I suppose I am 
concerned that this country does not 
exist.” 

These, and others, recognize the 
lack of national identity, but unlike 
politicians do not “view it with 
alarm." The flag-waving chauvinism 
found in the literature of most 
countries is notably absent from this 
book. But also absent, in the main, 
la any ardently expressed pride of

belonging, although the groping far 
this is evident. 

Maybe we should stop groping 
and settle for low-key patriotism 
allied to a personal sense of 
freedom. Poet George Jonas shows 
the way. To paraphrase: 

If I were a Frenchman 
I . could say Moliere * camut 
But I would also have to add 
Napoleon & Petain . . . 

... But being a Canadian ... 

I have to remember no one Sc 
nothing 

Which in this 1969th year at 
grace 

Suits me just fine. 

Despite the vagueness of most 
contributors, Notes for m Native 
Land is interesting enough to 
recommend, if for no other reason 
than it is possibly a mirror-image of 
the part-formulated, unspoken 
thoughts of most citizens of this 
country.

as, "The scientist cannot compre¬ 
hend that the only thing about the 
Moon that can possibly matter to 
men is moonlight.” And, "It isn’t 
our emotions we need to keep under 
oontrol, but our reason.” 

Vizinczey, who fled from Hun¬ 
gary in 1956, became a Canadian 
citizen and now uses England as his 
base, is the author of In Praise of 
Older Women, a best-seller once 
described as “an elegant entertain¬ 
ment conjured out of our present 
chaos." This description, with com¬ 
mentary substituting for entertain¬ 
ment, is as close as one can come to 
describing his new book. 

Apart from the general philoso¬ 
phising, The Rules of Chaos is worth 
your while for three brilliant chap¬ 
ters. One is a finely-drawn eulogistic 
portrait of Eugene McCarthy. An¬ 
other is an essay on the Mfe and 
work of Vizinczey’s literary hero, 
Stendhal. The third is a penetrating 
analysis of William Styron's The 
Confessions of Nat Turner. This last 
is a long overdue vitriolic attack on 
the most disgraceful book ever to 
win the Pulitzer Prize for fiction. 

The Rules of Chaos is by no 
means a great work, but it certainly 
provides enough food for thought to 
warrant inclusion on your shopping 
list.

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Canada Land Inventory Publishes Wildlife Maps 


The first five multi-colored maps showing the 
ability of land to support wildlife in Canada have 
been issued by the Canada Land Inventory of the 
department of regional economic expansion. 

Developed with the co-operation of the 
Canadian Wildlife Service and provincial wildlife 
agencies, the series cover two kinds of wildlife in 
Canada: ungulates or hoofed mammals like deer, 
sheep and moose; and waterfowl. 

The five new maps show land capability for 
ungulates in the Edmonton, Alberta, region; and 
for waterfowl in the regions of Amherst and 
Shelburne, Nova Scotia, Whitecourt, Alberta, and 
Cap Chat, Quebec. They will be on sale at the 
Queen’s Printer for 35 cents each. 

At least a dozen wildlife maps will be 
published in 1969 in the scale of one inch to four 
miles, or 1:250,000. Some 400 maps will cover

about a million square miles, primarily in the 
settled areas of southern Canada. 

To classify the capability of land to produce 
and support ungulates, such environmental 
factors as quality and quantity of food, protective 
cover, and sufficient space for reproduction, 
growth, and survival, are taken into considera¬ 
tion. Depending on the quality and quantity of 
those factors in a certain area, a class number 
between one (best) and seven (totally unsuitable) 
is given. Three additional classes shew land 
suitable for breeding, but used primarily as a 
winter range. 

Subclasses show which desirable factors are 
lacking, and explain why an area has been given 
a certain rating. Four subclasses are related to 
climate — for example, aridity and snow depth; 
seven to land — for example, fertility and soil 
moisture. Class one has no subclasses because all 
conditions are favorable. 

Maps for waterfowl are similarly classified. 




but since their production and survival needs 
differ, the details are different. Eleven classes of 
land capability include three for land suited to 
production but used as a resting place during 
migration, and one (class 3M) signifying land 
unsuitable for bird production but good for stop¬ 
overs. 

Twelve subclasses show such limiting factors 
as aridity, reduced marsh land, water depth, and 
free-flowing water. 

The Canada Land Inventory- is a coordinated 
federal-provincial program, under the Agricul¬ 
tural and Rural Development Act (ARDA), to 
gather Information on how land is being used, and 
how it could be best used for agriculture* 
forestry, wildlife and recreation. 

The inventory is a tool that can be used in a 
number of ways by social and economic planners. 
One of these is wise management of resources — 
putting various types of land to their best possible 
use without destroying conditions which valuable 
plant and animal life need.

they perpetrated their idiocy. Tbe entire length of 
creamy smooth rock curves is thus defaced. 

In the village there is a little museum, and a 
sort of combination library and community hall. 
Many Indian artifacts, i ncludin g arrowheads, are 
on display, and unique amid these is a small 
carved stone figure, reminiscent, aw thought, of 
Mexican work. It's origin is unknown, but it’s 
more immediate story la odd. A local farmer, we 
were told, plowing his field, dug it up, headless. 
Six months later the same man, walking one of 
the beaches, felt his foot strike something hard 
buried in seaweed. He investigated, and there was 
the missing head, which fitted exactly. The 
Vancouver Museum held the find as a valuable 
one, and would have liked the foot-high figure far 
its own collection. Gabriolans prefer to keep their 
treasure.

Asked about her 
wound, she managed a faint but courageous reply 
to the effect that she had “at last been able to 
stop the bleeding,” and expected to live. 

Thus went five days of the last warm weather 
of falL It began to rain on the late afternoon of 
toe fifth day, but by then it didn't matter. We had 
to go home anyway.

Young Adult Book Critics 


Despite the busy-busy after-school world of 
elubs, sports. Scouts, music lessons and the 
omnipresent television set that most children and 
young people inhabit, an increasing number seem 
to value the quiet, concentrated moments alone 
with a good book. 

One indication of this increase is the record 
high of 23,000 children who are registered for 
Greater Victoria Public library cards. Children's 
book circulation continues to rise each year; in 
the Up, Up and Away'T^ading. club during July 
alone, the children checked out more than 8,000 
books. The young adult department has more 
than doubled its yearly circulation since it opened 
in 1966. 

During Young Canada's Book Week, Nov. 15 
to 22,»the library display of the best new books 
for children and young adults will be crowded. 
Teachers, parents with little ones in tow, classes 
of school children, and groups of two and three 
young people will be looking for new reading 
ideas. 

"We try to give them what they want and 
i deserve: current, lively, attractive books," said 
Margaret Toakley, young adult librarian. “The 
young people are responding to die new frankness 
and realism in their books. They don't shy away 
from honest treatment of the most difficult social 
and personal problems.” 

Three particularly popular recent books serve 
as good examples of this trend. The Outsiders, 
by S. E. Hinton, involves gang warfare between 
the Socs (spoiled, rich kids), and the Greasers 
(wrong side of the tracks). A close family of 
three boys on the greaser side draws sympathy, 
and the reader confronts their predicament with 
them. Mr. and Mrs. Bo Jo Jones, by Ann Head, 
demonstrates the problems faced by two high 
school students forced Into an early marriage. 
And Maia Wojciechowska's Tuned Out follows a 
young teen-ager as he watches his older brother's 
dissolution after using LSD. 

Young adults are their own book critics in 
The Camus Review, a quarterly magazine of the 
Greater Victoria Public library. Reviewing the 
books which have a special impact on them, the 
teen-agers’ choices cover the full range of 
■ubjects, and show what the books have meant to

them. In the Summer 1969 issue, one boy found a 
science-fiction book—2001: A Space Odyssey— 
“frighteningly realistic’’; a girl liked the “hopes 
and dreams for a world of love and peace” in a 
book by Joan Baez, Daybreak; another found the 
autobiography of a Southern U.S. Negro, Black 
Boy, “an unforgettable experience”; and a boy 
was fascinated by the poetry and adventure tn a 
fantasy. The Hobbit. In other reviews, from 
murder mysteries to bird books, they communi¬ 
cated their experience with the books. 

The new realism has come to children’s books 
as well. Gone are the prissy, well-behaved child 
characters and perfect adult characters that 
some adults have tried to foist on children. The 
characters in children's books must be realistic, 
flawed and vulnerable as well as occasionally 
noble and kind, or the books simply will not be 
read. 

These "real” characters can come In books of 
any description. The newer ones which are 
popular in libraries and bookstores vary from 
Harriet the Spy, about a girl writer who spies on 
friends and strangers to get material for her 
notebook, to Charlie and the Chocolate Factory, 
about a funny and fantastic trip through a factory 
which has rivers of chocolate. 

"The children have to be convinced that the 
characters arc true to life, even in fantasy, or 
they won't read it, no matter what kind of book it 
is. They need people and situations they can 
identify with,” said Susan Slavik, children's 
librarian. 

Realistic stories, from those about horses, 
sports and girls at school to the greatest favorite, 
mystery stories, certainly make up the bulk of 
the books children read. 

Unending series such as the Hardy Boys and 
Carolyn Keene, usually not bought by libraries, 
arc still popular in bookstores. But at last one 
bookseller in Victoria reports that she sells even 
more books of "quality writing" in both 
paperback and hardcover editions. Ivy Michelsen, 
owner of Ivy’s Bookshop, said that people are 
willing to pay for fine editions of books that they 
know will last and be re-read, or reference books 
which are attractive and reliable. 


*T order the old standards like Charlotte's 
Web and Hind in the Willows by the dozen, 
because people want to give them as gifts. Well 
illustrated picture books, like Brian Wildsmith's 
ABC, or Richard Scarry's Beet Word Book Ever, 
move just as well. 

"The teen-agers who want to be with it in 
their reading have been buying the fantasies, 
such as the Lord of the Rings trilogy by J. R. R. 
Tolkien, and Mervyn Peake's GermenghMt 
Trilogy,” said Ivy. ' 

This breed of popular high-adventure fantasy 
begun by Tolkien has Inspired some good new 
writing for children. Lloyd Alexander s The High 
King, final book in a series set in an imaginary 
kingdom based on Welsh mythology, won the U.S. 
Newbery Medal for the best book written for 
children this year; a similar kind of fantasy was 
mixed with a modern setting in last year's British 
Carnegie Medal choice. The Owlglass, by Alan 
Garner. 

But far from being escape reading, these 
fantasies often make more penetrating comments 
on the "real" world than realistic fiction does. 
Much adult serious fiction is moving toward 
fantasy as well—novels by Kurt Vonnegut, 
Vladimir Nabakov, John Barth and John Fowles, 
for example. 

But in the end. the kinds of books children 
and young people like to read can probably never 
be classified. Except to say that the people or 
animals or facts are presented in a way that 
moves them to react, and makes them want to 
have another such experience or make another 
such friend. 

Isabelle Goodwin, local patroness of Young 
Canada's Book Week, and recently retired head of 
the children's department of the Greater Victoria 
Public Library, offers this final comment: 

"The whole of a child's life can be made 
more meaningful to him by sharing the 
ex[»eriences of others as they are portrayed in 
books of both fiction and non-fiction. 

"Today, a child’s world is a more vastly 
expanded environment than during his parents' 
childhood, and children are reaching out to keep 
pace with it. Good authors are well aware of this 
insatiable thirst for knowing and experiencing and 
are presenting relevant material to communicate 
directly to the child’s retentive and developing 
mind.”
